Mexico Must Settle Her Own
Difficulties, Says Bryan.

REICHSTAG IS INFORMED.

State Department For the Present
Déclines To Enter Into Ques-
tion Of Liabllity For
Loases,

Washinglon, — While admitting its
peenracy Secretury Bryan declined to
disvuss further the statement by the
German Under Secretary of State to
the Imperinl Parliament that Germany
had been notlfied by the United Siates
that nobody outside of Mexico could
enforce u seltlement of that country's
preosont difloulties,

The view that the Mexiean factions
should be nllowed Lo adlust thelr dif
ferences free from outslde Interfer-
once wag expresesd when the Amerl
oan Government gave notice to the

the exportation of airms Lo Mexico had
been raleed,

OMiclals pointed out that similar ex-
pressions had been communicated re-
pentedly to other powers when their
diplomatle representatives nsked what
the United States intended to do in
regard to Mexico,

The question of Mexlcan responsi-
bility for losses sustained by forelign-
ers resident In Mexico as a result of
the revolutionary disturbances is one
which at present the State Depart-
It was
stugeested that the German Under Sec-
retary expressed only the German view
when he said assurances hind been
glyen that all losses would he in-
domnitied. The history of past revo-
lutlonury movement in the Weatern
Hemisphere presents some contradice
tions of doctrine In this regard and the
digposition of the officisls Is to leaye
such matters to be adjusted afler the
present revolution Is ended.

Comes Up On Interpellation.

Berlin—The matter of other powers
being Indirectly requested to keap out
of Mexico came up In the Relchstag
on an Interpellation by two of the Na-
tlonal Liberal leaders as to “whether
Provigionnl President Huerta had
mide ropresentations to Gormany in
regard to the ralsing of the embargo
on arms by the United States”

The Interpellation was replied to by
Dr. Alfred Zimmermann, Under Secre-
tary of State for Forelgn Affairs, who
gald the United States Government,
when it informed Germany of the rajs
ing of the embargo, had expressed the
conviction that nebody outside of Mex-
leo could effect 4 settloment of that
country’s difficulties

The restoration of peace In Mexleo,
Dr, Zimmermann said, could be hoped
for only if the Moxican partles were
allowed to fight ont their quarrels
without Interference, and the rising
of the embargo merely gave Americnn
ght of selling arms
a8 was enjoyved by other nations,

The Under Secretary informed the
House that meastures had been taken
to protect Germang In Mexico and de-
claved thnt Mexico would be held Tully
responsible  for all thelr property
11!‘-[-I"‘.

$2,000,000 Memorial to the
Emancipator is Begun.

STARTED BY A SOUTHERNER.

Praminent Men From North and

South Join In Exercise—Haon-
ored In Senate and

Washington.—While freezing winds
gwept ncross the Potomne from the
sloping Virginia hills where stands the
Lee Mansion at Arlington, o barvhead-
#d Southern officer of the Clvil War
opened the slmple exercises that mark-
ed the brenking of the ground for the
construction of the grent white mar-
ble memorinl the nation |4 about to
erect to Abraham Lincoln. This day,
the one hundred and fifth anniversary
of Lincoln’s birth, was chosen for the
breaking of the ground for the $2,0600,
000 structure, which will rise as rapid-
Iy ma the contractors can push the
worl.,

Only n small group gathered to wit-
ness the gignificant event, Joseph C. 8.
Blackburn, former senator from Ken-
tucky, was the first to sink a spade
into the ground and then with un-
covered head he spoke in high praise
of the memory of the President ngainst
whom he fought half a century ago.

“This memorlal will show that Lin-
coln I8 now regarded as the greatest
of a1l Americans,” sald Senator Biack-
burn, “and that he is so held by the
South, as well as the North, Today
we let the country know that this great
work has been begun and will be car
ried on stendily until its completion.”

Will Be Electrocuted During the
Week of March 23,

“LAST WORDS" A VERSE,

Takes Sentence Without Sign Of
Emotion—Molds Out Hands For
Steel Cuffs—Wore Fur
Overcoat.

New York.—Hans Schmidt,
victed of murdering Anna Aumueller,
n domestic at St, Boniface's pArson
axe, wia sentenced to die in the elec
trie chalr ot Sing Sing some time dur-
Ing the week beginning March 23,

Justice Vernon A. Davis, In the
eriminal branch of the Supreme Court,
pronounced sentence after Behmidt,
thirough his counsel, T. J. McManus,
announced he had nothing to say,

Just before Schmidt was called into
court the newspapermen sent him a
message asking him if he wished to
make a statement. He sent back a
carefully penned note, as follows:
Beyond this vale of tears there is a

life above,

Unmensured by the light of years,
And all that life Is love

No Sign Of Emaotion,

Schmidt took his sentence with ab-
solutely no show of emotion, He stood
erect before Justice Davis and looked
straight at him, taking no notlee what
ever of nnyone else around him. When
Justice Davis put the guestion: “IHave
you anything to say before sentence Is
pagged upon you?' he merely leansd
alightly forward, There was a pause
and Attorney MoeManus moved for a
new trinl and a stay of sentence.
